blankets as an urgent relief 
measure, 

Word of. the action’ by 
harassed officials came here 
amid unofficial estimates of a 
final death toll from last 
Friday's cyclone and tidal 
wave of around two million,

There is hope for better results 
in combating oil pollution of the 
high seas. The Brussels meeting of a 
NATO committee on challenges of 
modern society earlier this month 
dealt with the problems of oil spills 
and oil dumping at sea, and some 
helpful generalizations were pres- 
ented. by Mr. John Volpe, the U.S. 
secretary of transportation. . 

The remarks of Mr. Volpe and 
other delegates will, of course, have 
to be translated into action if any 
good is to result. But at least a 
growing number of nations are alive 
to the danger to the sea which is 
posed by increasing oil contamina 
tion. In Canada this realization was 
brought home by recent destructive 
accidents to oil tankers in coasta) 
waters, 

Canadian concern for the coastal 
areas, and particularly for the vast, 
vulnerable Arctic coastline and 
waters, quickly led to legislation 
which should do much to curb the 
coastal entry of sub-standard ship- 
ping and to minimize the possibility 
of accidental or deliberate discharge 
of lethal petroleum products. Severe 
penalties have been set for law 
breakers, although the international 
aspects of the legislation haye not 
yet been directly. tested. ‘Phe atti- 
tude of the NATO_-committee, 
however,’ gives hope of progress in 
this. vital field.

ST. CROIX, V.I. — The idea of 
drawing icy water from the warm 
Caribbean seems far fetched, So, too, 
does a scheme to wring moisture 
from trade winds to cool a whole 
community, extract. fresh water, and, 
at the same time, breed seafood by 
the ton. 


But all these revolutionary objectives are 
just what scientists from Columbia Univer- 
aity's Lamont-Doherty Geological Observa- 
fory are attempting to reach here on a 
remote stretch of rocky beach.

Vast Swarms of Life 


Vast swarms of sea life are found in these 
regions because of what oceanographers term 
“upwellings'’ the steep ascent of cold 
water bearing rich nutrients from the decay 
of dead sea life. These nutrients are swept 
from the seabed to the surface by winds 
currents and the topography of the conti 
nental shelf 

Off the northern coast of St, Croix, the 
acientists have created an artificial upwelling 

the water pumped up in the pipeline 


they. propose to raise oysters, shrimp, 
lobsters and, eventually fish that will feed on 
the phytoplankton bloom, 

Though® many aquaculture farms are 
operating around the world, the St. Croix 
station will be the first, if successful, using 
natural sea nutrients-as a kind of fertilizer 

No longer is aquaculture a Jules Verne 
fantasy, Oysters, shrimp, turtles and fish are 
herded on watery ranches from Japan to 
Florida,-The output is still a fraction of the 


world's total cateh, now about 55 million 


metric tons a year. 

Some specialized seafood, such as oysters 
and lobsters, are in increasing demand. It is 
difficult enough for the industry to keep up 
with the demand, the supplies are -now 
imperiled by overfishing and pollution, 

The first seafood to be grown in Lamont's 
St. Croix gardens will be simple mollusks like 
whelks, snails and oysters. As a test of the 
operation's commercial value, the station's 
manager, Pedro Centeno, proposes to raise 
Chesapeake Bay and Long Island oysters 

“We intend getting specimens of the finest 
oysters found anywhere, whether these are 
in France or. Tasmania or England,” says 
Centeno, “I'm. sure we can grow the best 
unblemished and untainted."

First Full-Time President 


Brings Smiles to Oil Company

CALGARY (CP) If the 
directors of Panarctic Oils 
Ltd, seem to smile a lot these 
days, the reason is probably 
Charles R. Hetherington, 

He is the company's first 
full-time president and brings 
an impressive set of creden- 
tials to the job, 

Twenty-five years of oil in- 
dustry experience have taken 
Mr. Hetherington throughout 
North- America and Australia 
and into almost every phase 
of petroléim operations, 


He has worked at exploring 
tor, developing and financing 
oll and-gas fields, been a con- 
sultant to governments and in- 
dustry, dealt with regulatory 
bodies and built pipelines, 

Mr, Hetherington will prob- 
ably find/use for all his exper- 
tise as he guides Panaretic's 
three-year-old northern explo- 
ration’ program and eventu- 
ally, ‘the company hopes, di. 
reots the sticky matter of 
bringing Arctic resources to 
southern markets, 


OONVINCED HIM 

The 5l-year-old 
spent his boyhood in oil coun- 
try—Norman, Okla,.—but he 
became a Canadian citizen 12 
years ago and has spent much 
of the last 20 yeara working 
on Canadian projects, 

Many times his efforts were 
directed at goals set by Frank 
MeMahon of Vancouver and 
for the last three ,years he 
was vice-president of ‘West- 
coast Transmission Co, Lid,, a 
MeMahon-controlled pipeline. 

Mr, Hetherington said that 
when he first applied to Pan- 
aretic he did not give himself 
much ehance of beating out 
the 100 petroleum executives 
bidding for the top job, 

“But when I began looking 
at and writing up my qualifi- 
cations, I -begah to convince 
myself," 

His accomplishments  ob- 
viously impressed . the direc- 
tors ofthe consortium which 
the federal government and 20 
Canadian private petroleum 
companies formed in 1967 to 
share the cost of searching for 
Arctic oll, 

There were Many reasons 
behing the application, Mr, 
Hetherington said, but one of 
the ehief ones was to get 
iway from repetitive office 
routine and back to his love 
for exploration, discovery and 
development,

Mr, Hetheringtor, who 
moved into his new job during 
the summer, also plang to 
play the pollution percentages 
when the need arises to move 
crude oil out of the Arctic, 

*ipelines will probably be 
the preferred method, al- 
though Panarctic has a major 
interest in the ice-breaking Al- 
exbow veasel- being tested in 
European and Canadian 
waters this winter, 

‘Historically the spilla from 
pipelines are much less than 
those from ships,’ Mr, Heth- 
erington said, 

Mr, Hetherington cut his 
oil-inlustry teeth on pipeliries 
in 1946 as an employee of 
Foard, Bacon and Davis, Inc., 
a New York consultant firm 
connected with construction of 
early long-distance oil and 
natural-gas pipelines 

In the late 1940s he began 
working for Mr. McMahon 
and between 1952 and 1959 
was first vice-president and 
chief engineer of Westcoast 
Transmission Co, Lid; 

During that time his docto- 
rate degree from the Massa- 
chusetts Institiite of Technol 
ogy tn chemical . engineering 
was useful as he presented 
technical data on gas export 


schemes to regulatory bodies | § 


in Canada and the United 


States, 
STRUCK OUT ON OWN 

In 1957 he became manag- 
ing director of Pacifie Petro- 
leums Ltd, another Me 
Mahon - controlled company 
and was responsible for the 
development of the Fort St, 
John, B,.C, gas field, 

Mr, Hetherington strick out 
independently in 1960 as a 
consultant and also formed a 
private firm, Canerude Oil 
and Gas Co,Ltd,, which dis- 
covered several small fields 
in Alberta and Saskatchewan.

Gets His Man 


TORONTO (CP) Intri- 
cate pieces of driftwood, the 
faces of. holdup men, missing 
persons, 

these: aren't the ‘ideal 
choice of subject for every 
painter. But they are just 
some of the things that 
Detective-Sgt. Jim . Majury 
has had to cope with in his 
role _as~ police department 


decomposed _ bodies 


artist, 


Sgt. Majury, who left a 
career in commercial art, did 
his first drawing for the force 
10 years ago. 


A series of robberies at 
Yonge Street theatres left 
police with no leads until Sgt. 
Majury decided. to try his 
hand at piecing together the 
descriptions given by various 
witnesses into a portrait 


Within hours his sketches 
had been posted in local 
police stations and three days 
later a suspect was arrested 
and later convicted, 


Since those early days Sgt 
Majury, now in the depart- 
ment’s homicide division, has 
completed an average ‘of 40 
drawings a year, mostly in 
connection with major crimes 
such as robbery, rape 
murder and kidnapping 


He has also done a few 
sketches of stolen jewelry and 
in one casé Was called upon 
to draw a piece of driftwood 


as described by a proud 
owner who claimed*his stolen 
object was worth $3,000, 


Sgt. Majury’s techniques 
have provéd so useful that he 
Yias beén loaned out to other 
police departments, About 10 
out of every 100 drawings he 
does lead directly to an arrest 
or play a major part in| 
arrests. 


Witnesses are given @ little 
help towards their descrip- 
tions of suspects, The detec- 
tive shows them a series of 
photographs and gets them to 
pick out the features that 
seem the most appropriate to 
the suspect eoncerned, 


Then he creates a basic | 
drawing and works away at 
each feature until it is as 
perfect as possible to the 
witness's memory, 


It takes about three hours 
normally to arrive at any 
acceptable end product. But it 
has taken as long as nine 
hours and as little as 15 
minutes 


People are not as unobserv- 
ant as is often supposed, Sgt 
Majury believes, ‘The infor- 
mation is up there, It just has 
to be drawn out because 
people’s minds are so com- | 
plex and cluttered," 


And according to him there 
is one thing a witness never 
forgets and that is _ the 
criminal's eyes and some | 
times the muzzle of his gun

left for the men in this 
world,

good November winter steelhead fishing in the Quingam 
River, The Quinsam, a major tributary of the Campbell, has 
one of the most impressive Island runs of big winter steelhead 
These early trophies move into the Quinsam during mid 
November peaking with a second run in late November-early 
December 

Completing the deer season last November my partner 
and T took an exploratory trip to the Quinsam to break in our 
fishing tackle for the coming season. Our exploratory. trip 
quickly took the form of a bonanza trip during the weekend as 
we struck into steelhead afier steelhead, 

On Saturday, in the Island pool alone,.we hooked eight 
prime bright fish, loosing four to downstream rapids and snags 
and. beaching four—all over eleven pounds Sunday found us 
bagk-at the river limiting on a palr of fifteens, an eight and 
an eleven,

What to Do With House Plants 


By HILDA BEASTALL 


House plants are popular gifts to take one's hostess during 
November, but too frequently she doesn't have a-clue what to do 


with them when the flowers are over, A few 
normally grown outdoors, others are of 9% 
tropical origin, others bloom indoors and | 
then must go into dormancy.

As the leaves begin to look withered.and no new ones are 
forthcoming, the soil is allowed to become gradually dry. The 
tuber from which the plant grows remains in the pot of dry 
soll indoors until late August. Then by repotting into fresh 


soll and watering a little, it will start into growth again for 
another winter of flowers.

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FISHERIES MINISTER DAVIS 
is less than satisfied with the 
performance of the United States in 
regard to halting and reversing the 
process of pollution in the Great 
Lakes. The ruination of vast 
stretches of these inland fresh- 
water seas, both for fish life and 
use, is proceeding despite 
wide recognition of the dangers and 
the ultimate cost. 

There is hope for better results 
in combating oil pollution of the 
high seas. The Brussels meeting of a 
NATO committee on challenges of 
modern society earlier this month 
dealt with the problems of oil spills 
and oil dumping at sea, and some 
helpful generalizations were pres- 
ented, by Mr, John Volpe, the U.S, 
secretary of transportation. 

The remarks of Mr, Volpe and 
other delegates will, of course, have 
to be translated into action if any 
good is to result, But at least a 
growing number of nations are alive 
to the danger to the sea which is 
posed by increasing oil contamina- 
tion, In Canada this realization was 
brought home-by recent destructive 
accidents to oil tankers in coastal 
waters, 

Canadian concern for the conntal 
areas, and particularly for the vast, 
vulnerable Arctic coastline and 
waters, quickly led to legislation 
which should do much to curb the 
coastal entry of sub-standard ship- 
ping and to minimize the ppssibility 
of accidental or deliberate discharge 
of lethal petroleum products. Severe 
penalties have been set for law 
breakers, although the international 
aspects of the legislation have not 
yet been directly tested, The atti 
tude of the NATO committee, 
however,.gives hope of progress in 
this vital field. 

Mr. Volpe noted the lack of 
definite knowledge of the total 
effects of oil pollution, but declared

Further action by 
Congress has been recommended to 
ban unregulated ocean dumping of 
all materials and to limit strictly the 
ocean disposal of any potentially 
harmful materials, 

The United States called on 
NATO nations to “aehieve by mid- 
decade a ecompleté halt to all 
intentional discharge of ol) and oily 
wastes into the oceans by tankers 
and other vessels,” Since the NATO 
countries control about 75 per cent 
of the-tanker tonnage of the world 
as well as of total world shipping, 
and more than 70 per cent of the 
world’s annua! oil production enters 
their ports and their coastal areas, 
unified agreement by the group 
would have an important, even 
Gecisive effect. 

Canada has a particular interest 
in this proposed internationalization 


‘of measures which Ottawa has 


already implemented on a national 
seale, At least the nations are on 
the move, and that is a great 
advance over the laissez faire which 
dominated past decades and helped 
to produce the increasingly obvious 
dangers of today.

elsco Franco is expected to divest 
imself of some of his responsibili- 
ties by naming a prime minister for 
Spain. This is presumed to be 
included in the time-table for a 
gradual transition of powers which 
would divide, for the first time since 
his assumption of the country's top 
offices, the posts of head of state 
and head of government. 
~ Franco has already made provi- 
sion for the succession to his post as 
‘head of state, having named Prince 
Quan Carlos de Borbon y Borbon as 
*his hetr apparent, The constitution 
“pf 1967 gives that office particular 
importance since its holder “exer- 
Rises supreme political and adminis- 
trative power,” 


When and if the 78-year-old 
dictator steps down — or appoints a 
prime minister — substantial 
change is in prospect for the 
government, Younger men are ex- 
pected to move up in the cabinet 
and the influence of the Roman 
Catholic lay organization, Opus Dei, 
is expected to grow, This would 
shift authority -more — noticeably 
away from the military, and con- 
celvably bring to the government a

His vigor, the vigor of Henry I, the 
vigor of Henry II, had established a new 
country, Many of the institutions 
imposed or preserved by these kings are 
extant today—the jury, the assizes, the 
Exchequer (at any rate in name), and 
the universities. The period between 1066 
and 1272 (whieh included the signing of 
the Great Charter) is one of the moat 
fruitful in English history.” 

In later centuries great numbers of 
Frenchmen, driven from France, settled 
in England, much to that country’s 
benefit. ‘"The English silk manufacture, 
for instance, was founded by Freneh 
Protestants," 

It is extremely difficult for a 
comparatively weak nation, living within 
the reach of a great power, to keep its 
independence, History leayés no doubt of 
that: Canadian history, though short, has 
provided some sharp reminders, If we 
uge as much zeal in diseovering one 
another's good qualities as_we do with 
our faults, we may survive -outside 
pressures, and preserve our freedom.,—#.

Breed Fish, Oysters 


An ambétious concept, first advanced in 
the weeldy journal Science in 1967 by Robert 
D, Gerard and J. Lainar Worzel, bath of 
Lamont, it is>an integrated, multi-purpose 
system that is designed ta: 


@ Breed fish, lobsters, shrimp, oysters ar 
any other seafood in seafarms or aquaculture 
gardens," 


@ Produce—millions of gallons of un 
polluted fresh water from the humidity in sea

Though the operation here is only a limited 
pilot experiment, the success of its main

The essential component is a simple, mile-

on the bottom of. the Caribbean. On the 
surface, the water temperature is around 80 
degrees fahrenheit, but that deep it is near 
freezing at 40 degrees. 

In this experiment, which began recently 
after years of calculations, the Columbia 
scientists, supported by the National Science 
Foundation, are trying to duplicate a 
erucially important phenomenon of nature 
that yields an abundance of fish to the oceans 
off Peru, Guinea and South Africa, 


Vast Swarms of Life 


Vast swarms of sea life are found in these 
regions because of what oceanographers term 
“upwellings'’ — the steep ascent of cold 
water bearing rich nutrients from the decay 
of dead sea life. These nutrients are swept 
from the seabed to the surface by. winds, 
currents and the topography of the conti- 
nental shelf. 

Off the northern coast of St, Croix, the 
scientists have created an artificial upwelling 

- the water pumped up in the pipeline 
containing the same nutrients, a primordial 
life-giving soup. 

This cold soup is thick with vital salts 
most notably nitrates and ~ phosphates 
which, when mixed with gases in the sea, like 
carbon dioxide, and when struck by sunlight 
near the surface, generate microscopic single- 
celled plants called phytoplankton, This is the 
first link in the great chain of life. 

For years, researchers at Lamont's lab in 
Palisaded, N.¥., have been studying how to 
forge this chain by subjecting the basic soup 
as well as phytoplankton and algae th subtle 
ehange in temperature and sunlight. By doing 
this, they have come to understand how to 
cultivate a sea garden, 

On &t, Croix, researchers have con- 
sipucted two conerete pools that hald 16,000 
gallons each of the basic salt soup. In these

No longer is aquaculture a Jules Verne 
fantasy, Oysters, shrimp, turtles-and fish are 
herded on watery ranches from Japan to 
Florida, The output is still a fraction of the 
world's total catch, now about 55 million 
metric tons a year. 

Some specialized seafood, such as oysters 
and lobsters, are in increasing demand. It is 
difficult enough for the industry to keep up 
with the demand, the supplies are now 
imperiled by overfishing and pollution. 

The first seafood to be grown in Lamont’s 
St. Croix gardens will be simple mollusks like 
whelks, snails and oysters. As a test of the 
operation's commercial value, the station's 
manager, Pedro Centeno, proposes to raise 
Chesapeake Bay and Long Island oysters. . 

_."We intend getting specimens of the finest 
oytters found anywhere, whether these are 
in. France or Tasmania or England,"’ says 
Centeno, ‘I'm sure we ean grow the best 
unblemished and untainted." 

Perhaps even more important for &t 
Croix, however, is the promise of electric 
power and fresh water to come in later 
phases of the experiment. St. Croix, like most 
small tropical islands, is short of hoth 


Drip Down into Tank 


“Every day,'' observes Lamont’s associate 
director Worzel, ‘more than 300 gallons of 
water, in the form-of vapor in the lowe: 
atmosphere, sweeps across every mile of 
shoreline exposed to trade winds." 

The complete system that Worzel and 
Gerard outlined in Science includes a 
conventional 60-square-foot condenser through 
which the cold seawater is pumped before it 
reaches the sea farm. 

As the winds whistle through the 
condenser, ideally located on a hilltop near 
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How sea can be tapped for cold water, food, air-conditioning 


shore, moisture collects on its plates or- 
louvres. The moisture, like that in the warm 
air that enters a refrigerator, will drip down 
into a storage tank 

The scientists reckon that 245 gallons of 
ley seawater must - flush through = the 
condenser to produce one gallon of fresh’ 
water from the wind's humidity 

Another part of the systeni uses the big 
temperature difference between deep sea 
wafer and tropical surface water to generate 
power. The principle for this was originaily 
established in 1832 by a French scientist, 


d'Arsonval. A century passed before another 
Frenchman, Georges Claude, constructed 
such a plant at Matanzas, Cuba, in 1930. It 
produced 22 kilowatts of electric power. 

A. French company built a similar power 
unit in the 1950s at Abidjan in the Ivory 


Coast. It had a planned output of 1,000 
kilowatts but never ran at that level. 

Better engineering, improved heat- 
exchangers and new intermediate fluids such 
as freon, the Lamont scientists believe, ‘will 
increase the efficiency of the plant, 

An extra dividend of the condenser’s 
operation, the researchers claim, will be the 
reduced humidity once the trade winds pass 
through the condenser. As they see it, the 
winds will provide a kind of dehumidified air- 
conditioning for buildings inland. 

Lamont's pioneering project may change 
conditions for the Caribbean islands, ‘‘Its 
development," says Gerard, ‘could have 
important. economic and social benefits. 
Areas that are teday unproductive and 
uninhabited could be supplied with abundant 
power, fresh water and high-protein food,"
